Merle W. Hemphill, deputy

“When we get to about the 
point St. Louis has reached, we 
start looking for ways to relieve 
some of the congestion,” Hemp- 
hill told the Post-Dispatch, “We

grow. Therefore it is necessary 
to plan several years ahead, 
rather than just for .the 


present.” 

Informed of proposals that 
a new airstrip for flight testing 
of McDonnell Aircraft Corp.

Lambert, Hemphill said 

“It sounds like a logical and 


perfectly workable agreement,

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Dulles Smothers His Critics 
With Optimism; Gives Only 


Glimpses Into Foreign Policy. 


Secretary Smilingly Describes Administra- 
tion as Moving From Strength to 
Strength While Reds Waver—Concedes 
Need for Modification. _

GXSHINGTON, Feb. 25—As 
one of the most successful 
lawyers in private practice be- 
fore "becoming Secretary of 
State, John Foster Dulles, in a 
rare public appearance before 
a congressional committee, yes- 
terday represented his client 
with great skill and resourceful- 
ness. In this instance his client 
happened to be John Foster 
Dulles. 

The interrogation of nearly 
feur hours by the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee cov- 
ered not only the troubled Mid- 
die East, but also the broad area 
of American foreign policy. 
The discussion was not, how- 
ever, on the fundamentals of 
policy. 

Dulles was engaged in pre- 
genting a smiling, confident 
front while he described the 
Fisenhower-Dulles foreign poli- 
cy as moving from strength to 
strength and Soviet policy as so 
bankrupt that the Twentieth 
Congress of the Communist par- 
ty had just been compelled to 
put through a drastic revision. 

This statement, more than 
anything he said, astonished his 
listeners since almost every 
diplomatic source has interpret- 
ed the shift in Communist poli- 
cy, developing for more than 
a year and a half, as illustrating 
the confidence of the Kremlin 
in adopting a strategy of eco- 
nomic penetration and peaceful 
promise on terms difficult for 
the West to meet. 

Avoids Being Pinned Down. 

The Democratic members of 
the committee spent most of 
their time trying to pin Dulles 
down on specific statements and 
particularly on the off-and-on- 
again shipment of tanks to 
Saudi Arabia. They were not 
markedly successful. In the 
crowded hearing room were 
many Dulles's partisans, who at 
least three times broke into 
applause for the Secretary and 
often laughed in response to 
the wav in which he turned a 
question against the questioner 

There was no trace of the 
Dulles of four years ago who 
called for the “liberation” of 
the satellites in the political 
campaign of 1952 and thereby 
sent a tremor of fear through- 
out Western Europe. Nor was 
there any sign of the ‘massive 
retaliation’ with which the Sec- 
retary threatened aggressors 
two years ago. While he did say 
that the objectives of Soviet 
Communism, world conquest, 
were the same, he expressed 
ithe belief that the Russians 
were becoming more and more 
like the West and the hope was 
that they would evolve away 
from their aggressive inten- 
tions 
| At one point Senator Aiken 
‘Rep.’, Vermont, asked the Sec- 
retary if he thought he himself 
had changed any in the last 
vear or two. Dulles looked re- 
flective for a moment and then 
replied that he would have a 
birthday today (Saturday) and 
that this did remind him that 
he was a year olde! 

Glimpses into Foreign Policy. 

Despite the lawvyer-like na- 
ture of the give and take be- 
tween Dulles and the - Demo- 
cratic members of the commit- 
tee, there were some glimpses 
of the direction of future for- 
eign policy. In the exchange 
over the shipment of 18 tanks 
to Saudi Arabia, Dulles made 
it clear that "he intends to 
resist the demand of Israel for 
$50.000,000 in arms. The Israeli

Present policy. insofar as this 
reporter has been able to learn, 
is to bring strong private pres- 
sure on both sides.

Israel and the Arab states that 
anv aggression by either side 
will bring instant action.

America has long been playing 
in that area, Dulles said 

“We have got to shape our 
program to put greater empha- 
sis on projects for capital de- 
velopment. That is to say ports, 
railroads, industrial plants and 
so forth. This shift in emphasis 
is necessary. We must make 
commitments for the future. 

“This should not be done on 
a matching basis. The Soviets 
merely by making promises 
would force us into spending 
unlimited sums.” 

Need for Some ‘Modification.’ 

He had said earlier, however 
that grants and loans were “as 
of the present adequate to cope 
with the Soviet challenge.’ He 
conceded that there might be a 
need for some ‘modification 
and adjustment.” This was the 
nearest he came to replying to 
recent criticism from many 
sources that Americas program 
in Southeast Asia is on a make- 
shift, crisis-to-crisis basis with- 
out any imagination or creativ- 
ity. 

Dulles went on to say that 
present programs, with a shift 
in emphasis, were sufficient if 
“we can count on the politica! 
wisdom of the leaders of the 
uncommitted countries.” Then 
he continued, with the optimism 
that colored almost everything 
he said, to talk about how these 
leaders valued their independ- 
ence and how they would pre- 
serve it. 

“They understand Soviet mo- 
tives,” Dulles said. “They know 
how the Soviet grind their own 
people to get a little surplus 
for their own purposes abroad 
The leaders of these countries 
are alive to the danger.” 

Here again his views are at 
variance with those of many 
recent observers in the Far 
East. The Soviet propaganda 
line is that Russia was once, 
like India, Burma, Ceylon and 
Indonesia, a poor and down- 
trodden country: and if only 
they will follow the Soviet ex- 
ample and throw off the yoke 
of the past—that is Western In- 
fluence—the uncommitted coun- 
tries can move swiftly ‘toward 
modern statehood. 

Many observers have felt that 
this was a potent line which 
should be combatted by the 
West far more vigorously with 
both deeds and words. Dulles 
conceded that, while the leaders 
of the uncommitted § nations 
were fully aware of the peril 
of accepting Soviet aid, it was 
essential to make sure that this 
was not the only source of as- 
sistance. 

Speaking in Philadelphia. 

Dulles is making an 
tant speech Sunday night at the 
Philadelphia Bulletin forum. He 
alluded to this once or twice 
during his testimony, apparent- 
ly reluctant to disclose genera! 
policy outlines which he will 
make in his Philadeiphia 
speeech. This has been the 
Dulles's tactic from the begin- 
ning—to lay down policy in a 
speech before a national audi 
ence where he is not subject to 
challenge.

Forecasting of Tornadoes a Real 


Challenge, Wahlgren Asserts 


No Basis for Pinpointing Hit-and-Run 
Type Disturbances — They Defy 


A tornado such as the one, 


which struck the St. Louis area 
early yesterday is one of the 
most challenging problems 
facing weather forecasters be- 
cause tornadoes, unlike hurri- 
canes, are essentially localized 
affairs, Meteorologist Harry F. 
Wahlgren said yesterday. 

He said the tornado is a 


phenomenon that gathers fury 
quickly, strikes with terrifying 
force, then disappears. It is a 
hit-and-run type of disturbance 
that thus far has defied precise 
forecasting. 

The St. Louis office of the 
United States Weather Bureau 
has an organization of some 40 
volunteers, strategically placed 
within a 50-mile radius, whose 
duty it is to report by telephone 
any severe weather disturbance 
St. Louis is tied in with a 
radar network centered in the 
National Severe Storm Warn- 
ing Center at Kansas City 

Purpose of the telephone 
volunteer service is to enable 
the bureau to warn persons 
who might be in the path of 
a severe storm. Such specific 
forecasts are always difficult, 
and yesterday's tornado struck 
and was gone so quickly that 
there was not enough time for 
the system to get into opera- 
tion, Wahlgren said. 

Spotters to Be Used. 

He reported that the local 
warning service was in process 
of being “revamped” and that 


use would be made of Civil 
Defense aircraft spotters in the 
future. He said that while much 
had been learned about .tor- 
nadoes in recent years, there 
still was “no basis for pin- 
pointing them” as yet. 

Friday night’s forecast was 
for occasional showers and 
thundershowers. The barometer 
had been falling gradually since 


Wednesday, Wahlgren said, and 
on Friday afternoon quite a 
few persons telephoned the 
bureau to ask why barometric 
pressure was so low in fair 


| weather. At 12:20 a.m. yvester- 


day the pressure dropped sharp- 
ly and then went into a rapid 
rise. 

Pressure dropped to 28.48 
inches at 12:20 a.m. yesterday 
and in 20 minutes rose to 28.64 
inches 

It was the most spectacular 
barometric change Wahlgren 
and his associates had observed. 
The lowest officially recorded 
air pressure in a tornado in the 


United States—26.94 inches— 
occurred during the tornado 
that struck St. Louis in May, 


1896, killing 306 persons and 
causing more than $12,000,000 


property damage. 

At the airport early yester- 
day, the Weather Bureau radar 
tracked the brief and violent 
course of the storm. Operator 
Kenneth B. Cochran said the

“It will be noted,” the Weath- 
er Bureau points out, “that this 
condition, whereby relatively 
dry air aloft is superimposed 
on moist air near the surface, 
is one easily realized in the 
central United States where 
comparatively dry air from the 
west or northwest often rides 
aloft over the moist current 
moving northward from the 
Gulf States.” 


But that combination of cir- 
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difficult question is just when 
and where weather conditions 
favorable to tornadoes will 
actually cause the storms. Wahl- 
gren has never broadcast a spe- 
cific local tornado warning here. 
If he were to do so and the 
warning turned out to be cor- 
rect, he said frankly, it would 
be “just plain luck.”

their insurance haphazardly 
from various people just be- 
cause they like them or for 
political influence.” 

The Post-Dispatch reported 
last month that Charles J. 
Dyer, a Board of Education 
member, has been selecting 


persons, including state Sen- 
ators, to receive brokerage fees. 
Dyer is chairman of the board's 
insurance committee, which will 
meet Tuesday to review the 
board’s present system of in- 
surance coverage. 
Opposes Special Fund. 

Oliver Blase, a director and 
past president of the brokers 
association, said his organiza- 
tion has been strongly opposed 
to a proposal under which the 
brekerage fees on school insur- 


ance would be set aside in a 
Special fund to be used for 
public benefit projects. 

He maintained that brokers 
were entitled to their commis- 
sion In addition, he said, the 
association feels that the -pro- 
posal to set aside the _ fees 


would be a violation of the state 
law against rebating or “kicking 
back” commissions 

Such a proposal was made a 
year ago by Mervyn E. Wiet- 
haupt, secretary treasurer of 
the school board.

ALGIERS, Feb. 25 (AP) — 
French military headquarters 
today reported smashing a rebel 
stronghold in_ the Kabylie 
mountains with a sudden raid 
by mobile troops and helicop- 
ters. The commando-style raid- 
ers killed 43 nationalists and 
rounded up another 99 in a 
short but violent clash. Sizable 
stores of arms were taken. 

The battle took place yester- 
day in the mountains at the 
foot of the Soummam valley. 
The area is 20 miles in from 
the coast and lack of roads and 
communications in 
makes it perfect country 
rebels or smugglers. 


Although French losses were 
not given, the fight appeared to 
be the first one-sided French 
success since a recent wave of 
rebel attacks on military con- 
voys. Both sides have suffered 
rélatively heavy casualties in 
the indecisive convoy ambushes. 

French military men have 
continually asked for more heli- 
eopters in Algeria and these 
have been promised by the gov- 
ernment, which in turn is anx-

“important stock” of explosives 
plus a collection of weapons in- 
cluding Arab knives, 60 hunt- 
ing rifles and 15 submachine- 
guns.

Our Schools Deteriorating. 

There are few who would dissent from 
the view that the swiftly expanding Soviet 
training program is a serious threat to 
America In this country the public 
school system is deteriorating under the 
impact of greatly increased enrollment. 
Little or nothing is being done to enlarge 
the system of higher education to take 
care of the great increase expected in six 
to seven years as a result of the jump in 
population that began with the war. In 
spite of the warnings of the past six 
months, there is thus far no evidence of 
any plan to meet the Soviet challenge. 

In a recent speech, Benton proposed the 
creation of technical assistance academies 
similar to West Point and Annapolis. 
Young men of superior intelligence would 
be trained as engineers and technicians in 
every field. They would, also, in Benton's 
proposal, be given courses in liberal arts— 
history, literature, philosophy — so that 
they could learn the values on which west-

Secretary of State Dulles, home from his va- 
cation in the Bahamas, presented an optimistic 
report to the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee Friday. Asserting that “at this minute 
in Moscow” the Soviet Union is developing a 
new “creed,” he said that this was a recognition 
on the part of the Communists “that our meth- 
ods are better than theirs.” 

The Secretary also justified the State Depart- 
ment’s handling of the shipment of 18 light 
tanks to Saudi Arabia. This is the shipment 
which was stopped at the last minute a week 
ago Thursday, held up for 48 hours by an em- 
bargo and then sent on early this week when 
President Eisenhower personally lifted the ban. 

John Foster Dulles has one of the most dif- 
ficult jobs in the world. Merely to review 
the problems that he must cope with is to 
sympathize with him. The Saudi Arabian tank 
deal suggests the complexity. The United States 
has the warmest feeling toward the new coun- 
try of Israel. Americans want Istfael not only to 
survive but to flourish and prosper. But we 
are also interested in the oil resources in Saudi 
Arabia and in the air facilities this Arab nation 
affords under an agreement about to expire. 
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Where the Eisenhower Administration erred 
was in not co-ordinating adequately these Iinter- 
ests. It has put the United States in the posi- 
tion of feeding an arms race because of which 
Washington months ago sharply criticized Com- 
munist satellites in Europe. The Administra- 
tion’s seemingly forgotten deal with the Saudi 
Arabians and its subsequent off-again, on-again, 
gone-again policy with respect to the tanks has 
made this country appear to shape its foreign 
policy to group pressures. 

Secretary Dulles’s dismissal of the muddle 
does not erase the muddle from the record 
The muddle is still there and the least the head 
of the State Department should learn from it 
is that our foreign policies should be under con- 
tinuous review. Some time John Foster Dulles 
ought to savy as much instead of acting as if 
everything we do is always all right. 

As for the change that Secretary Dulles notes 
in the Kremlin, there can be no doubt about it 
whatever. The Stalin and post-Stalin foreign 
policies of the Communists are as different as 
day is from night. Our Secretary of State must 
and we are glad to say does recognize this. But 
where Secretary Dulles runs the gravest danger 
is in his interpretation of the change. For he 
interprets the change as a great ideological 
victory for our side.

To many Americans the Dulles interpretation 
ig little more than wishful thinking. For they 
see in the Soviet change a clever tactic of 
stealing our own thunder. If this is so, then 
the Communists have not at all decided that 
our way is better than theirs. What Moscow is 
doing is adapting our own methods in a smart 
attempt to out-bid us for the support of the 
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Hazelwood and the Weeping-Birch 

A campaign to beautify the village of Hazel- 
wood begins today with the planting of a clump 
of weeping-birches on the town hall lawn. The

Thousands who'do not have another word of 
German have these lines by heart; and what is 
more, they have a feeling for their charm. This 
is the ultimate tribute to the poet as singer. 

They were written, of course, by Heinrich 
Heine: and since this is the centennial year of his 
death, publishers are announcing new biographies 
and new translations. That these lines or those of 
“Die Lorelei” should be carried into another lan- 
guage in anything like their original tunefulness 
seems an impossibility. And that anybody should 
plumb the contradictory spirit of their author 
seems almost as difficult 

Here was a cynic who wrote romantic verse, a 
Jew who turned against his religion, a business- 
man who was happy in bankruptcy, a great mas- 
ter of prose who devoted it almost exclusively 
to ephemeral journalism, a man who used the 
English name of Harry and was bitter about the 
English, a German who went to live and die in 
Paris, a devotee of the arts always feuding with 
artists, a lover of liberty who kept away when 
his countrymen struck for their freedom. 

Little wonder that biographers have been able 
te shape Heine to their patterns. The effort to 
solve his riddles may be deemed fascinating or 
pointless. But ears will respond forever to the 
beauty of his songs. 


To an outsider, thel most remarkable thing 
about the racist foldergl in Montgomery, Ala., is 
the effort to blame trouble on “outsiders.” 

This assertion was heard on every side as Gov 
James FE. Folsom announced he would name an 
interracial committee to try to deal with increas- 
ing tension. Gov. Folsom has so far resisted the 
extremism of the white supremacy advocates, 
but even he felt obliged to criticize the North in 
connection with the desegregation campaign. 

But let us see just what happened in Ala- 
bama's capital of Montgomery. A bus operator 
asked a Negro woman to give up her seat on a 
bus to a white woman. Then, led principally by 
their ministers, Negroes quit riding busses. The 
bus company was forced to raise fares and white 
riders had to pay them. 

In an effort to smash this spontaneous, costly 
and embarrassing boycott, Montgomery officials 
first tried harassing Negro share-the-ride motor- 
ists with police tickets, and now have brought 89 
Negro leaders into court on charges of conduct- 
ing an illegal boycott. 

What did outsiders have to do with it? At first 
not even the National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People was involved, for 
the boycott was not almed at Jim Crow busses, 
but only at the amazing assumption of privilege 
involved when one person could demand anoth- 
er’s seat on a bus. And not until yesterday did 
Representative Powell of New York go so far 


peoples of India and other countries that still are 
uncommittted in the long drawn out Cold War. 

Doubtless many if not most of these Soviet 
promises are empty. They are easy to make 
and they cost little. But that is only a part of 
the grand deception and the world confusion 
that the Kremlin's new techniques intend. Yet 
Secretary Dulles does not appear to see this 
possibility at all. 

Meantime any realistic inventory of the free 
nations and United States relations with them 
would show that there ts much for us: to be 
deeply concerned about. In Western Germany, 
Chancellor Adenauer’s forces have suffered an 
embarrassing and serious defeat in the Rhine- 
land. In Greece, pro-Western Premier Kara- 
manlis has won a victory at the polls, but by a 
margin so narrow as to be almost a repudiation. 
Moreover the Greek vote-counting system {ts 
stacked in favor of those seeking re-election. 
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Britain is having grave trouble in Cyprus 
and France in North*Africa and since Britain 
and France are vital parts of the free West 
their colonial controversies have repercussions 
all the way back to Washington. Israel and 
Saudi Arabia we have spoken of. Egypt, India, 
Pakistan—the list could be extended to show 
that the foreign relations or the interests of the 
free world need earnest and thoughtful attention. 

If the Eisenhower Administration waves all 
this aside with an optimistic blessing on our 
course to date, it will ignore the record of 
Soviet gains since Geneva. 

A far sounder attitude is that of ‘Paul G. Hoff- 
man, former Marshall Plan administrator, and 
John Cowles, Minneapolis newspaper publisher. 
They agree in sum that the Communists are 
making “frightening headway” in Asia and that 
unless this country wakes up to it “the free 
world faces dire consequences.” And they 
further agree that while military ald is neces- 
sary, it will not be decisive in the long run— 
that military expenditures must be made effec- 
tive by economic and technical aid. assisted by 
intelligent, friendly, non-patronizing information 
programs.

President Eisenhower's offer of uranium for 
peace, the plans for the Aswan power dam on 
the Nile—these are the kinds of moves the 
United States can and must be making. But we 
cannot hope to impress the uncommitted peo- 
ples of the world with our efforts if they appear 
to be only counter-moves to earlier proposals 
announced by the Soviets

For it was Mr. Kahler who received 
the twenty-five $100 bills from the oil lobbyist 
and relayed them to the office of Senator 
Francis Case of South Dakota for the latter's 
campaign fund. Later Senator Case found out 
about the gift in the midst of the natural gas 
bill fight and refused the money 

The Post-Dispatch is glad to report that both 
the publisher of The Argus-Leader, John A. 
Kennedy, and its editor, Fred C. Christopher- 
son, have publicly disavowed the improper con- 
duct of their newspaper's business manager. 

Editor Christopherson has informed us that 
“neither Mr. Kennedy nor I had the faintest idea 
that the $2500 had been in The Arqus-Leader 
building.” In a front-page statement the pub- 
lisher said 

I am amazed that Mr. Kahler would ac- 
cept unsolicited campaign contributions 
from a stranger at any time or any place 
while an executive of The Argus-Leader 

I am also surprised that Mr. Kahler did 
not make a full revelation of these facts 
when Senator Case first referred to the 
matter on the floor of the Senate. 

Mr. Kahler had no @utharity to commit 
The Argus-Leader on any issue. His job ts 
that of business manager. 

The whole episode ig most embarrassing to 
the editor and publisher of “South Dakota's 
leading newspaper,” since it printed several 
editorials in support of the bill that President 
Eisenhower later vetoed. It did so, said Mr 
Christopherson in a front-page explanation, as 
“a step away from federal regimentation.” 

As for Mr. Kahler, we hope he is a very good 
business manager. He certainly is no news-

McCarthyism and Intolerance 


Ve all know that American industrial 
barons have sometimes been fiercely re- 
actionary in their polities, but at least 
in their speeches they always cling to 
the sonorous liberal platitudes. If you 
called Carnegie, Rockefeller, Vanderbilt, 
Frick or Henry Ford a conservative he 
would have put his lawyers on you for 


defamation of character. And rightly so 

How could men who transformed a 
continent, revolutionized the habits of 
mankind. men bound for no affection 
for the past, be termed conservative? 


They have opposed cartels, monopoly 
and other restrictive practices, as evi- 
dence of an improper concern for secu- 
rity and a settled life. In other words, 
they have never really objected to revo- 
lutionary capitalism, but only to eapi- 
talists who have become conservative 


As for McCarthyism, it seems to me 
that this whole conformist movement 
represents not conservatism, but the 
ever latent intolerance of an overwhelm 
ingly liberal society, hitherto accus- 
tomed to having its own way absolutely, 
when it first meets a serious ideological 
challenge, such as Communism. 


Jurke Is Replacing Jefferson 


Search as we mtay, conservatism, it 
seems to me, sounds no substantial 
echo in the American past. Yet today, 
visit any American university, read any 
intellectual or business journal or seri- 
ous newspaper, and the word “conserva- 
tive’’ keeps recurring like a holy in- 
cantation. Young dons will proudly in- 
form you that there is a conservative 
revival on the campus, and you are as 
likely as not to find Burke replacing 
Jefferson on the bookshelves. 

I would like here to say why these 
New World tories, much as I sympathize 
with their principles and admire their 
eloquence, strike me as a shade naive 
and even potentially dangerous. 

I think they are naive because they 
overlook the essential liberalism of the 
American tradition; and dangerous be- 
cause, if they succeeded in establishing 
a genuinely conservative movement in 
America, they would also run the risk of 
producing, as a reflex action, a genuinely 
socialist movement, which hitherto 
America has notably lacked. 


In a country of continental pro- 
portions, with all the diverse tensions of 


mixed populations, geographical diver- 
Sity and economic conflicts of interest, 
the additional strain of ideological dis- 
agreement might well prove too much 
for national unity to bear. The only 
time in American history when the par- 
ties were divided on ideological grounds 
did in fact lead to civil war 

After all, if conservatism is to have a 
healthy growth it must be planted in 
the right kind of soil. The most pro- 
found difference between the New and 
the Old World is that the United States 
skipped the feudal era or, if you prefer 
it, the heritage of a corporate society. 
“The American,” as Tocqueville saw, 
“was born free without having to be- 
come so.’ 

If European conservatism developed 
in an effort to control the explosive 
forces released by the liberal revolt 
against authority, it could, unlike its 
American counterpart, also draw upon 
an attitude of mind that was a direct 
inheritance of the feudal ethos. The 
concept of status, which still very great 
ly influences European political and 
social arrangements, is part of the 
carry-over from feudal experience 


An Ally and a Stimulant 


But, by skipping the feudal era. 
American society has never been able 
to understand the concept of class, ex 
cept in the crudest Marxist sense of one 
group having more cash than the next 

Nothing so well illustrates the diff! 
culties of conservatism in the New 
World as the fate of the Federalists in 
the early days of the Republic. The 
Federalists were men of the right. They 
believed in aristocracy as the bastion 
erected by nature against the tyrannica! 
lusts of the mob; they despised majority 
rule as the worst kind of tyranny. But 
in America they cut strangely little ice 

Alexander Hamilton based his con 
servatism on the false premise that his 
love for capitalism must make him hate 
democracy: Andrew Jackson made the 
equally foolish error of supposing that 
his love of democracy must make him 
hate capitalism. Neither of them real 
ized that in the peculiar American cir 
cumstances democracy was capitalism's 
best ally and capitalism democracy's 
most powerful stimulus. 


Conservatives Are the Radicals 


This partnership has worked so well 
precisely because American business, 
whatever else it may have done, has by 
and large honored its side of the bar- 
gain. It has amassed gigantic fortunes. 
often used its money with vulgar aban- 
don, trampled on the rights of labor, but 
it has never altogether destroyed the 
Horatio Alger dream of rags to riches. 

It seems to me that unwittingly the 
new conservatives are asking American 
business today to do precisely what it 
cannot do without upsetting the peculiar 
balance of the American system. 

It is arguable ‘that Alger’s dream has 
been becoming steadily less realizable 
as American capitalism has been becom- 
ing more monopolistic. Perhaps it 
would indeed be good for America to 
have a conservative class accepting 
duties and enjoying privileges. 

But if this does come about, the work- 
ers will sooner or later follow suit. They 
too will form themselves into a coherent 
class grouped around a socialist party. 
The partnership between democracy and 
capitalism would then be broken. 

That conservatives should risk de- 
stroying something that has worked so 
well is peculiar, to say the least. But 
then American conservatives are very 
peculiar; they are in truth the real 
American radicals.

OSTWAR Indochina 
P makes an ideal setting for 
a novel of intrigue and 
Robert Shaplen takes full ad- 
vantage of it in “A Forest 
of Tigers.” His novel is also 
a contemporary document. It 
makes an oblique but pene- 
trating commentary on high 
policies — policies that origi- 
nate in Paris, Washington and 
Moscow —and their measur- 
able results. It is a tribute 
to the author's craftsman- 
ship that the immediacy of 
his story does not compro- 
mise its more universal and 
more nearly timeless aspects. 
As the events referred to 
in the novel are supposed to 
have occurred between 1945 
and 1955 the nove! is already 
dated to some extent. The 
French are still there, how- 
ever, and so are the Commu- 
nists, and the one grows 
weaker as the other grows 
stronger. The Americans, too, 
are still there and—as far as 
one can judge—with no bet- 
ter hope of stabilizing the 
situation than they had five 
or ten years ago. 

A story line that comes 
out through finely shaded al- 
lusions, implications and dou- 
ble meanings both of speech 
and of action can hardly be 
summarized.

HE novel takes its name 
T from the. words on the 
banners carried by the 
Cretans when they rose 
against their Turkish masters. 
These risings occurred every 
dozen years or so throughout 
the nineteenth century. The 
Cretans would endure their 
wrohgs until at last their 
rage would mount into open 
rebellion. Kazantzakis tells 
of one of these risings. 
It is a massive epic of 
scale and sweep, stained with 


blood, filled with violence 
and tragedy. Beside it most 
contemporary writing seems 
effete. About the tenth time 


one encounters the phrase, 
“Turks with Knives between 
their teeth,” one wonders if 
perhaps all this isn't a bit 
too extravagant. It is diffi- 
cult to tell many of the char- 
acters from wild beasts, the 
tale is wildly improbable, the 
imagery grotesque. It is a 
fabulous story. 

But if that is the impres- 
sion given, it is a case of 
ruth sounding strange. Kaz- 
antzakis has been quoted as 
saying that every line is au- 
thentic fact. The hero is 
modeled on his own father. 
In the preface, A. Den Dool- 
ard writes: “Much of the ac- 
tion in this book may seem 
unbelievable, however §stir- 
ring the author’s narration Is. 
But whoever knows a little 
about the Cretans and their 
history will realize that the 
people in this book are real, 
even if the 
some of them bigger 
—which is a condition for a 
true epic.”

The privacy that writers 
have asked for, and that here 
George Eliot claims for her- 
self in a letter to her friend 
Elma Stuart, is a lost hope. 
So long as scholars labor in 
the belief that letters and 
journals throw light on the 
“writings,” critics must agree 
that the private life has some 
relevance in the judgment of 
the public property. “Adam 
Bede,” it would seem, and 
“Daniel Deronda,” may not be 
fully understood without a 
knowledge of the woman who 
wrote them. 

So the publication of such 
a mass of intimate materials 
as Professor Haight includes 
in these seven volumes is sure 
to sway the drift of critical 
opinion not for our genera- 
tion only but for always. 
Here, if such an ideal may 
be found, is definitive schol- 
arship, patient and massive, 
for the project has taken 
20 years and explores every 
highway and byway of Vic- 
torian thought. 

Behind the incredible store 
of fact in the footnotes, a nice 
critical mind stands guard, 
favorable, as is to be ex- 
pected, to George Eliot, but 
always finely tempered. Even 
if Professor Haight leans to- 
wards the belief that George 
Eliot was the “outstanding 
novelist” of her period, he 
knows there is disagreement 
on such a verdict and is will- 
ing to debate it, as a scholar 
should.

HAT this edition of the 
W ieiier and journals does 

is to provide the basis 
for a more informed 
ment — perhaps one 
George Eliot herself 
decry as being too private. 
It may still be possible to 
read “Romola” “for fun,” as

HIS is an entertaining, 
T book about an interesting, 

likeable man. Adlai Stev- 
enson as a boy was blessed 
(and bothered) by overflowing 
parental concern and admira- 
tion: as a man, he Is the bene- 
ficiary of his elder sister's de- 
votion.

Ives, cannot write about him 
impartially, nor has she tried 
to do so.

NEW YORK, Feb. 25 (AP)— 
Memories of a, correspondent 
just returned from the Ant- 
arctic: 

Infinite white expanse 
Throbbing silence. Black vol- 
canic peaks rising abruptly like 
grotesque Salvador Dali figures 
out of seas of ice... 

Many find the Antarctic beau- 
tiful. I thought it frequently 
spectacular, rarely beautiful. To 
me it always looked exactly like 
what it was—the end of the 
world, incredibly still, forbid- 
ding, completely Lfeless just 
beyond the coasts, always death- 
like 

Two Kinds of Terrain. 


We saw two kinds of ter- 
rain. The peaks towering over 
the bay ice of McMurdo Sound.

Apartments range from one 
to five-bedroom sizes with a 
predominance of two and three- 
bedroom sizes. Tenancy is re- 
stricted to families of low in- 
come. The Igoe is one of seven 
projects of the St. Louis Hous¢ 
ing Authority constructed or 
building and operated under the 
Federal Government's Public 
Housing program 

Igoe is just across Dickson 
street (which has been made a 
wide, landscaped boulevard) 
from the Wendell Oliver Pruitt 
Apartments, a similar develop- 
ment that was done for the 
housing of low-income Negro 
families. Because the neighbor- 
hood already had long been one 
in which both Whites and Ne- 
groes live in close proximity, 
the Igoe, under the recent Su- 
preme Court aegis for desegre- 
gation, has been opened to all 
races 

Igoe, when completed, will 
cost $14,400,000. Pruitt, with 
1736 apartments and a school, 
cost $21,560,000. 

Igoe is named for William L. 
Igoe, a St. Louis native edu- 
cated in Catholic grade school, 
Yeatman ‘now Central) High 
School, Washington. University 
Law School; a Democratic rep- 
resentative in Congress for the 
13th district from 1912 through 
1921, and a figure in Demo- 
cratic politics and in Catholic 
and other civic and charitable 
projects until his death April 
20, 1953. He was appointed a 
Papal Knight of St. Gregory in 
1934 by Pope Piux XI. 

A new school, Blewett, is un- 
der construction near the Igoe 
development to care for chil- 
dren there and is expected to 
be opened shortly. A mimeo- 
graphed community paper, “The 
Igoe Dispatch,” already is. being 
published by the Authority for 
the tenants and development of 
a mother’s club, boxing, base- 
ball and other recreational 
groups is in progress. The Ten- 
ant Council, with temporary of- 
ficers, will be completed when 
the building is all tenanted. 

Igoe, in Federal Government 
parlance, is called Mo.1-5, 
meaning Missouri, city No. 1, 
Project No. 5. Pruitt, all com- 
pleted was Mo.1-4. There is now 
going up a project called Mo.1-6.

F you eliminated just one 
| pat of butter each day and 
your living habits remained 
the same, you could loSe more 


than eight pounds of body 
weight in one year. 
If you omitted one _ table- 


spoonful of salad oil per day, 
you could reduce an additional 
10 pounds a year. 

This article, and others to fol- 
low, will tell vou what you 
should know about foods to 
make your reducing easier. 

The three basic foodstuffs 
which supply our calories are 
carbohydrates, fats, and pro- 
teins. One of the oldest and 
most ridiculous superstition is 
that one must never mix carbo- 
hydrates, fats and proteins at 
the same meal. 

If it were possible to meet 
this requirement, our unhappy 
diner would become ill even- 
tually, because proteins are 
utilized best when consumed 
with some fats and carbohy- 
drates. Matter of fact, egg white 
and cottage cheese are the only 
proteins with no inherent fat or 
carbohydrate. Refined sugar is 
the only carbohydrate with no 
protein or fat. Processed vege- 
table oils are the only fats with 
no protein or carbohydrate. 

Carbohydrates are the sugars 
and starches found in our foods. 
Bread, cereals and cereal prod- 
ucts, syrups and, leguminous 
vegetables are high in carbohy- 
drates. Refined sugar is the most 
concentrated carbohydrate avail- 
able. A pound of carbohydrate 
contains 1820 calories.

With the excep- 
tion of cottage cheese, however, 
these are higher-calorie foods. 

5. Meat, Poultry, Fish, Eggs, 
Dried Peas and Beans. 

Two servings each day should 
include meat, poultry, fish or 
eggs. They provide high-quality 
protein, to say nothing of iron, 
which is essential for your red 
blood cells. 

As for those dried peas and 
beans, you should include them 
once or twice a week for their 
protein, calcium, fron, and B 
vitamins. 

6. Bread, Flour, Cereals. 

These MUST be whole-grain, 
enriched, or restored so that 
you do not lose their vitamin 
values... A daily helping will 
provide the necessary B vita- 
mins. Foods in this group also 
help out with protein, provide 
roughage, and supply calories 
for vital energy in your repro- 
ductive years 

7. Butter and Fortified Mar- 
garine. 

These are rich in vitamin A, 
which protects your eyes and 
skin and helps guard against 
infection. They are also rich in 
calories. You should have some 
each day, but be sure not to 
exceed the amount specified in 
your diet. 

Your reducing. diet will in- 
clude foods from each of the 
Basic Seven groups, s0 you can 
see in advance that it won't be 
too difficult to stomach. 

No discussion of your diet 
would be complete without dis- 
pelling the widespread myths 
about breakfast.

from hindering your reducing

NEW YORK, Feb. 25. 
HE Actors’ Studio, a unique 
T theater workshop from 
which an amazing number of 
young performers have stepped 
to both the Broadway boards 
and Hollywood fame, operates 
on a shoestring. Its members 
pay no fees, tuition, or assess- 


ments of any kind. Talent is 
the only requirement for ad- 
mission 


Housed in an old Greek Re- 
vival church building in a seamy 
block in the heart of the Hell's 
Kitchen section of Manhattan's 
Middle West Side, Actors’ Stu- 
dio is not a beginners’ dramatic 
school, a repertory company or 
a producing theater. It is a 
“theater place” where talent is 
nurtured, polished and brought 
to bloom. Members are chosen 
through a regular system of 
auditions held constantly 
through the theatrical season 
from October to May. But of 
the many auditioned, few are 
chosen 

Organized in 1947, Actors’ 
Studio began with 24 members. 
Since then an average of: only 
a dozen members have been 
added vearly and today Studio 
membership stands at 137. Some 
vears out of 1000 or more per- 
formers auditioned, only nine 
or 10 have made the grade 

Regular classes are held twice 
a week under the supervision 
of veteran stage director Lee 
Strasberg, but there is no for- 
mal course of study. There are 
no diplomas and no graduation 
exercises. Once chosen for mem- 
bership, a “student” at Actors’ 
Studio is privileged to attend 
“school” for life 

A number of Actors’ Studio 
members who have reached the 
heights in Hollywood and on 
Broadway still return to the 
Studio to work on their special 
acting problems 

Of the 24 original members 
of Actor's Studio, many have 
gone on to fame. The list in-

HE world premiere of Eu- 
pi O'Neill's “Long Day’s

HE ART of Reginald Marsh, 
T whose comprehensive travel- 

ing show opens Friday at 
City Art Museum, has given so 
much pleasure to so many per- 
sons for so many years that it

LTHOUGH Strind berg’s 
A “Miss Julie” is 86 years old, 

it is remarkably modern in 
spirit and craftsmanship. And 
the intelligent performance that 
was put on at the Phoenix this 
week quite rightly treats Strind- 
berg as contemporary. 

For he is the pioneer in the 
psychiatric approach to human 
behavior that we hastily regard 
as a recent development: and 
he is also the literary godfather 
of O'Neill. “Miss Julie” jis a 
detached, bitter study of two 
human beings who develop in 
opposite directions. 

By accepting the family valet 
as her lover on a festival night, 
Miss Julie loses social eminence 
and finds 


that she has no 
strength of her own. But the 
valet acquires strength. He 
finds that he has a power of 
decision of which he had not 
previously been aware. She is 
trapped by life. He is released 
from servitude 


Since Strindberg was the son 
of a servant and painfully sensi- 
tive about his inferior position 
in the Swe dish social scale. 
“Miss Julie” had personal signi- 
ficance. It is written out of re- 
sentment and hostility with 
sharpness of statement and 
economy of means—hatred f 
the upper classes, contempt for 
the peasants, scorn for religion, 
disgust for the hypocrisy of life

ACK YARD BIRD WATCHING is becoming an increasingly popular pas- 
time in St. Louis. It is an inexpensive, fascinating hobby that can be 
pursued without leaving the comfort of one’s home, and it requires only 
as much time as a person wishes to devote to it. More than one scoffer who 
regarded bird watching as a ridiculous waste of time has, on trying it, be 
come an avid amateur ornithologist. 

Spring and fall are probably the most interesting seasons for “birding,” 
as it is called, because of the variety of birds that pause here on their migra- 
tions north and south. But to novice bird watchers, winter is the ideal time 
to take up the hobby, because surprisingly large numbers of birds can be 
attracted to even smal] yards through a proper feeding program. 

Several feeding stations stocked with seeds for seed-eating birds and 
suet for insect -eaters will likely entice many different kinds of visitors. The 
birds care little whether the feeders are simple homemade affairs or fancy 
store-bought types, just so they are protected from cats and squirrels. The 
small cost of commercial wild bird seed and the slight inconvenience of keep- 
ing the feeders filled are amply repaid by the enjoyment of watching the 
feathered free - loaders, listening to their songs and chirpings, observing their 
habits, identifying newcomers. 

Once feeding is started, it should be continued until] natural foods are 
again available, for birds come to depend on feeding stations and may per- 
ish in severe weather if the supply is cut off. 

Many kinds of birds winter in St. Louis. Some that thrive on urban life 
are permanent residents, like the English sparrows, starlings and blue jays. 
Others come this far south to spend the winter, like the purple finches, Ca- 
nadian robins and northern cardinals—the latter two being cousins of robins 
and redbirds that live here in the summer but go south in winter.

N A RECENT MORNING, workmen 
OC climbed to the top of the marquee 

of New York's Cort Theatre and in 
short order installed 10 new letters—’'S. 
Strasberg.” When the marquee lights went 
on that evening, Susan Strasberg’s name 
blazed in equal size and intensity along 
with the noted Joseph Schildkraut’s as a 
star of the current New York hit, “The 
Diary of Anne Frank.” At the age of 17, 
in her first Broadway play, she had be 
come one of the youngest dramatic ac- 
tresses to reach stardom on the Great 
White Way. 

The realization of the dream of seeing 
her name in bright lights—the dream which 
prods every actor and actress—came fast 
and almost effortlessly to Susgn. For her, 
everything has happened all at once. 

Last spring she was picked by Direc- 
tor Joshua Logan to play the role of the 
tomboy sister in the recently released 
movie version of William Inge's “Picnic.” 
A few months later, stage producer Kermit 
Bloomgarden tapped her from a long line 
of contenders for the difficult and tragic 
role of the young heroine in “The Diary 
of Anne Frank,’ a dramatization of the 
book, which was the real-life story of a 
young Jewish girl who died in gq Nazi con- 
centration camp. 


The play opened October 5 and the 
attendant drama reviews completely sub- 
stantiated Bloomgarden’s choice. Brooks 
Atkinson of The New York Times called 
her performance “radiant,” said she had 
“the soul of an actress.” Walter Winchell 
called her a ‘17 - year-old bit of star dust.” 
Writing in The New Yorker magazine, Wol- 
cott Gibbs said: “A most astonishing per- 
formance with a technical brilliance that 
few actresses could equal. A dramatic feat 
that would be extraordinary at any age.” 

At 17, Susan is both extraordinary and 
just plain seventeen. By her own admis- 
sion she is not precocious, but most ob- 
servers would rate her intelligent, sensitive 
and intuitive well beyond her years. Her 
beauty is self-evident. Her facile, ivory- 
skinned face can wrinkle into broad, teen- 
age laughter one second, then slip into 
ethereal, cameo - like repose the next. And 
in the new, exciting routine of her daily 
life churned by her rocketing success, she 
still slips in and out of the roles of a nor- 
mal 17-year-old and famous actress. 

In the last few months Susan has had 
a lot of attention. Television directors 
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want her as a guest star. A few weeks 
ago she was on Ed Sullivan's show. Just 
recently, she modeled a new gown in the 
March of Dimes fashion show at the Wal. 
dorf- Astoria. With Mrs. Eleanor Roose- 
velt and Dancer Margot Fonteyn, she 
judged a doll contest. National maga 
zines, newspapers and wire services have 
sent interviewers and photographers to do 
feature articles and cover pictures of her. 
People now recognize her, stare at her in 
restaurants, stop her on the street for her 
autograph. 

At home, her parents have hired two 
secretaries to help with all the new details 
—appointments, fan mail, requests. A 
dressmaker comes to the apartment to fi! 
her clothes; a masseuse to relax her. 


To the Strasbergs, the turn of events 
led to a superhighway but no strange road 
Their whole life has been in the theatre 
Lee Strasberg was co-founder in 1930 
with Cheryl Crawford and Harold Clur- 
man, of the Group Theatre. Now, with 
Miss Crawford and Elia Kazan, he directs 
the Actors’ Studio. Some famous pupils 
have been Marlon Brando, Tom Ewell, Julie 
Harris, Kim Hunter, David Wayne. Susan's 
mother, Paula Strasberg, is an actress from 
the Group Theatre days. 

But Susan got no formal dramatic 
coaching from her parents. Although the 
Strasbergs dreaded the idea of a child star 
and refrained from “managing” her career 
neither did they stifle any theatrical initia 
tive of their daughter. 

When Susan had just turned 15, she 
got her first professional acting experience 
in a two-week run in a small theatre in 
Greenwich Village. Her first major part 
came when St. Louisan John Stix cast her 
for “The Duchess and the Smugs,” a play 
he was directing for a television show 
“The role was about an English girl who 
is different but wanted to be ordinary, 
says Susan. “Johnny Stix called my 
mother to ask if she had any suggestions 
as to who could play the part. When | 
heard that, I went around the house fo! 
the next two days speaking only with an 
English accent. Not a very subtle hint, | 
know, but it worked and I got the part.” 

In June, 1954, she starred in “Romeo 
and Juliet” on TV. Then, in December of 
that year she went to California with her 
mother for her first movie job, played the 
psychiatric child patient in “The Cobweb.” 
After that came the big year of 1955.

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HE BORDER PATROL of the United States Immigration 
and Naturalization Service is now concentrating its 
main ‘efforts on sealing off the twisting coast of Florida 

against the illegal entry of aliens. The Southwest border 
of the United States—long a trouble spot of illicit entry— 
has been made relatively secure. But Florida, with 2300 
miles of coast, has become a prime target for mass alien- 
smuggling and individual slip - ins. 

To halt the inflow of aliens along the coast and to pre 
vent planes from illegally landing at inland airstrips, the 
Border. Patrol makes use of patrol.cars, planes, cabin boats 
and the unique airboat. The airboat is especially adapted 
for penetrating swamps. The effort of men and machines 
is co-ordinated by radio intercommunication. 

The round-the-clock interception operation is cen- 
tered about the edges of the 4900 - square - mile Everglades 
Swamp. While there is no record of an alien ever sneak- 
ing through the swamp itself, the maze of waterways which 
fringe the wasteland make ideal hiding places. 

Work camps of itinerant foreign laborers, brought in 
legally to help with seasonal harvest, are also closely 
checked. Aliens in hiding usually follow the pattern of 
seeking out other aliens for assistance.

AINTING MAJORS at Washington University’s School 

of Fine Arts spend most of their senior year in an 

easel -cluttered, third-floor studio, the classroom for 
“Painting 471-472." Besides the four full days weekly the 
official schedule calls for, some class members can be 
found in the studio almost any hour of day or night that 
the art school building is open. There usually is music 
from a radio. Aroma from a coffee percolator competes 
feebly with the pervasive smell of paint. 

The students, nine this year, have a degree of free- 
dom just a step short of that they will encounter upon 
leaving school.

This teaching method is vastly different 
from that prevalent in Conway's student days a genera- 
tion ago. “We became skillful in one line,” he says, ‘but 
remained ignorant in others.” 

Although the field of serious painting still holds con- 
siderable economic uncertainty, Conway says opportuni- 
ties for solving the bread - and - butter problem are increas- 
ing. He is optimistic about the outlook for this year’s class. 
“They're pretty tough people, and—come hell or high 
water — they are determined to become painters.”

N SECRET NEGOTIATIONS last year the United States 

agreed to sell Saudi Arabia 18 light, modern tanks. 

Then three days before they were to be sent, an anony- 
mous caller gave the United Press’ New York office details 
about the shipment, which was at a Brooklyn pier. 

Questioned by the U.P., the State Department divulged 
the sale. A furor followed. Several Congressmen ex- 
pressed astonishment. Israel's Ambassador filed a com- 
plaint with the department. After news of the reaction 
reached President Eisenhower's staff in Georgia, it was an- 
nounced there that the shipment was being held up. Fol- 
lowing a two-day review of the sale, the embargo was 
lifted by Mr. Eisenhower and within 36 hours the tanks 
were on their way. 

Opponents argued that the deal gave the Soviet Union 
a handy argument in favor of Red arms sales to the Arab 
nations. The critics pointed out that the tank transaction 
was being arranged at the same time the United States 
was protesting against Czechoslovakia’s sale of weapons 
to Egypt. 

One big factor prompting the tank deal was United 
States military interest in Saudi Arabia, according to pri- 
vate explanations by State Department officials. American 
air base rights at Dharan are up for renewal in June. Also, 
Saudi Arabia has rich oil deposits being worked by 
United States firms.

An ordinary, old-fashioned squabble, you might 
say. But let's pause over that last statement of Mary's 
She made tt disparagingly. To clinch her argument 
she marked the Williamsons with the worst brand she 
could think of at the moment “social climbers.” 

Every American knows what she meant. Yet, in the 
broad sense, isn't social climbing secking social and 
financial betterment, wanting to live in a nicer home, 
trying to know nicer people — exactly what most 
Americans do? Isn't part of the American dream to 
“arrive” socially whether you are a ditchdigger, 
white-collar worker, corporation executive or million- 
aire? 

Of course it ts. And rightly so, according to W 
Lloyd Warner, professor of anthropology and socwl- 
ogy at the University of Chicago. But social climbing 
is a subtle, difficult process, he points out. If you do 
it correctly, you may reap great benefit. Done wrong. 
it Can stop your career cold, bring great unhappiness 

and get you branded, as the Williamsons were, un- 
desirable. 

For years Warner has studied the patterns of Ameri- 
can social behavior. His latest book, written with 
James Abegglen. Big Business Leaders in Ainerica 
(Harper & Bros.), deals with top U. S. executives and 
how they got there 

From the investigation that went into the prepara- 
tion of that and other books, Warner has analyzed the 


time-honored American custom of social climbing

What he has learned may help you no matter how 
far up the social ladder you now find yourself 

First, says Warner, you must understand something 
abou: the term, social climbing, in the sense used by 
Mary Harris. To the average individual. social climb- 
ing actually has two faces. On one hand, it ts admired 
On the other, it ts looked down upon. If you are a 
fanatic climber, and try to sweep yourself to the fore 
front, disregarding your friends and business asso 
Clates, you most likely will be shunned 

If, on the other hand, you have a fundamental re 
gard for other people, tread lightly and develop a 
“relaxed determination” to get ahead, you may suc- 
ceed. Certainly, if you are in this latter group, you will 
be climbing socially, but you are much less likely to 
be deprecated for doing it 


Says Warner: Social climbing, within reason, is part

A socially inept wife actually can put a ceiling on 
her husband's advancement. One executive inter- 
viewed by Warner said he never expected to rise either 
in his organization or socially.

3 Learn the value of a “sponsor.” This applies to 
both men and women. A sponsor is a person, usually 
older and of higher social status, who takes you under 
his wing. In the office, your sponsor has faith in you 
He considers you a “comer” and will do everything he 
can to help you advance. In a women's club, your 
sponsor has similar trust in you. She helps you gain 
acceptance from the various members. Sponsorship 1s, 
perhaps, most open in military organizations where 
the sponsor often has strict say-so concerning pro 
motions 

An important point to remember 
to your sponsor that you are competent, you will 
likely destroy the relationship 


Unless you prove 


4 Be able to “detach” yourself. As you go up the 
social scale, you must be able to leave your old friends 
and old environment if need be. You must be able to 
do this over and over again. Once you become too 
comfortable in a specific environment, you are likely 
fo stop climbing 

This “detachment factor” ts very difficult for some 
people to overcome. They begin to like what they ve 
got and refuse to detach themselves 

5 Live “high.” Within reasonable limits, living to 
the extent of one’s income ts a must for the climber 


He may have to give up some comforts to keep up a 
“good front” a nice home, car, clothes, etc. but 
he should spend a good percentage of his earnings 
rather than bank it. All this is necessary to maintain 
his status and keep going up. (In an economic crash, 
he may not be as well off as the scrupulous saver, but 
he may, through a sponsor, be able to bounce back 
more quickly.) 

6 Win confidence at work. This applies to the hus- 
band. He must be competent, of course. But he also 
must win the confidence of subordinates and superiors. 
He must convince them all that he can be trusted, that 
he is not “just out for himself.” 

Note: He does ‘not have to be a genius. Indeed, 
the overly bright individual may frighten his sponsor 
and lose him as a result 

7 Acquire a specialty. A socially acceptable couple 
has a wide range of interests. They can discuss just 
about anything that comes up in a normal social gath- 
ering. Thus, learning a little about a lot ts valuable: 
even more important ts knowing a lot about at least 
one worthwhile subject. This helps establish you as 
an “interesting person.” 

You should 
not become one-sided in your interests. One young 
man who became addicted to Bach's music to the 
exclusion of almost everything else bored his guests 
practically to death with his constant discussion of the

8 Be a discriminating joer. Pick organizations 
whose members have higher social status than yours 
This should not preclude joining other groups. but

9 Show a litthe human frailty. Don't try to be so 
perfect that you irritate everyone around you — your 
hoss or sponsor included. Show a little tallibihty, but 
not so much that people think vou are ignorant or can- 
not cope with important situations. Remember: Your 
sponsor thinks of you as a person who should be 
“helped.” but not one who ts helpless 

10 For men only: Don't be afraid to say (at work) 
that you want to get ahead. Among men this ts most 
often considered admirable, and will not incur re- 
sentiment 

11 For women only: Never, in your social organi 
Zation, say that you want to get ahead — to take over 
the group. Women resent the avowed climber 

A good way to get ahead in such groups ts to prove 
to your sponsor that you are not above doing the 
“dirty work” of addressing postcards, canvassing, etc 

12 Don't be a pusher. If you overdo in any direc 
tion, you're likely to defeat your purpose. The average 
American becomes resentful of the cager-beaver, ob 
vious social climber. He ts considered annoying and 
socially unacceptable. His cold-bloodedness about i 
all ahkenates people 

In essence. successful social climbing ts a very del:- 
cate pursuit in the art of living. The climber has to be 
capable at work and in soctal situations, ambitious, 
thoughiful.and not given to excess 

If he measures up, he ts admired. It he tails, irons 
cally, he's called “a social climber.

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serves as chief national consultant to the 
Home, explains it this way: 

Allergy triggers childhood asthma. Soon, 
conscious or unconscious emotional strains 
develop between the parents and the 
asthmatic child. This occurs no matter how 
good the parents may be at their job. 

The child becomes hostile, fearful, de- 
pressed. He retreats into his sickness, using 
it as a “club” to win special treatment from 
his parents. This new emotional factor in 
turn leads to ever-sharper attacks. 

Thus, what Dr. Peshkin calls the “asthma 
cycle” is established. If the cycle is broken, 
he theorized years ago, attacks will subside. 

The goal of the Home for Asthmatic 
Children its to break the cycle. That was 
what happened in Karen Walczak’s case. 

A psychiatric team — including psychia- 
trist and social worker — was assigned to 


Karen. In addition, other doctors and nurses 
supervised her medical treatment. Gradu- 
ally she began-to’ “talk out” her hostilities, 
aggressions, fears to the psychiatric team 
As she unburdened herself. her need for 
special drugs decreased. 

In the warm, friendly climate of the 
Home, she made friends, began '~ eat bet- 
ter, complain less. (Of course her diet was 
carefully supervised. She was not given 
foods known to produce violent reactions. ) 

She also went to school, played and 
romped just as other children do. And she 
had to answer for any misbehavior or poor 
grades —to her substitute parents, staff 
members of the Home. 

After a few months she wrote to her 
family doctor in Milwaukee: “I geting 
along fine here. It's butiful here. Everyday 
I could jump rope, play hopskotch, foot- 
ball, skate. I am prety fat now. Your friend. 
Karen.” 

She was having fewer attacks and they 
were mild ones. The asthma cycle had been 
broken. 

Meanwhile, back in Milwaukee, the 
Walczaks met with social workers at a local 
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BACK HOME: Karen (at her father’s left) fits 


social service agency. Their job: to explain 
the nature of Karen’s ailment and to tell 
the parents what to expect when she re- 
turned home. 

This “back home” counseling is part of 
the overall Denver program for asthmatic 
children. When a youngster comes to Den- 
ver, a social agency in his home town 1m- 
mediately starts “undercare treatment’ of 
parents. 

One day after 20 months at the Home, 
Karen looked up at a cloud in the sky and 
said that her mother in Milwaukee was 
looking at the same cloud. The doctors 
knew she hoped to go home. In a few weeks. 
Karen was once again on a plane —- this 
tume bound for Milwaukee. 

Karen Walczak has not been “cured.” 
She still requires medication. But she is no 
longer in the deadly “intractable” asthma 
category. Her illness now can be controlled 

Says Dr. Harold Tuft, director of the 
Home for Asthmatic Children: “We're not 
sure of exactly how parentectomy works. 
But we do know that once we remove the 
emotional overload unconsciously imposed 
in the child’s home, he gets better.” 7

BASEBALL'S 


When old-time teams traded, anything 


went — beans, oysters, even airplanes 


by ERNIE HARWELL 


Under the sun’s hot glare down South this 
week. major-league ball players begin the 
painful routine of shedding winter fat and 
limbering up sttfened muscles. Throughout 
the spring-training grind they Il be lashed on 
by baseball's ever-present threat: look sharp 
or be traded. For most of them, the buyer 
would have to shell out thousands of dollars 
or other ball players. In baseballs poorer 
days, however, plavers were traded tor what- 
ever a hard-pressed club owner might need 
-and he could need almost anything 

lake Joe Engel, the president of the Chat- 
tanooga Lookouts. During the 1931 season 
he decided to stage a turkey dinner, but 
lacked the turkey. He quickly got together 
with Felix Hayman, who owned the Char- 
lotte, N.C... team and more important 
a butcher shop. The result was a deal which 
sent Chattanooga shortstop Johnny Jones to 
Charlotte in return for one of Hayman’s 
chunkier turkeys 

Some famous names were pawns tn those 
weird trades. Denton T. (Cy) Young, for

Baseball's greatest star, Babe Ruth, came 
to the New York Yankees in a deal almost 
as odd.

Ruth was traded in 1919 
by the impoverished Sox for $100,000 and a 
personal loan of $350,000 to the Sox’ owner,
